British coronation have arranged 
their schedules so as to stop in at 
the exposition after seeing some­ 
thing of the Eng lish countryside. 
Additional thousands are expected 
from m any of the 42 countries 
which have exhibits entered. 
Twice postponed because of de­ 
lays caused by labor trouble and 
international 
complications, 
the 
exposition w ill not be complete 
until after June I. 
M any of the 
national exhibits, including those 
of United States and Great Britain, 
lagged considerably behind sched­ 
ule. 
Aside 
from

difficulties 
and delays, however, the project 
has 
taken 
shape 
in 
impressive 
manner. 
Approxim ate cost of the 
exposition Is about $80,000,000 of 
which some $15,000,000 has been 
spent on construction of perm a­ 
nent buildings which w ill serve as 


museums and auditoriums when 
Hie fair is over. 


Eiffel Tower Revamped 


More than 250 acres are included 
in tile exposition grounds which 
center around 
the 
famed 
Eiffel 
Tower. 
This 
historic 
structure 
w ill also serve as the control point 
for all lighting and sound effects. 
N ew floodlights and illumination 
make it possible to see the Eiffel 
Tower at night for a distance of 
60 miles. 
Extending along the R iver Seine, 
the 
exposition 
grounds 
sw*eep 
along a distance of 
live 
miles, 
occupying the entire area from the 
Troeadero to the Ecole M ilitaire, 
the French W est Point. 
Situated 
along both banks of the river will 
be the numerous national pavilions 
and tile legion of French exhibits. 
Tw o of the most impressive of 
the national exhibits are those of 
Russia and Germ any. 
Each is de­ 
voted to a display designed to re­ 
view the progress of the new order 
in each nation and lure the tourist 
trade for which each European na­ 
tion is competing so strenuously. 
“ Lig ht and Sound” Is M otif 
“ L ic h t and Sound" is Hie theme 


of the exposition. 
This m otif w ill 
be carried out with extensive ex­ 
hibits of the newest in radio, tele­ 
vision and other forms of commu­ 
nication, and by elaborate light­ 
ing effects.
